“Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow- 
citizens with the saints, and of the 
household of God; And are built upon 


the foundation of the apostles and 
prophets, Jesus Christ himself being 
the chief corner stone.” Eph. 2:19,20. 

Lately I have had many letters re 
questing that I write a piece on the 
Church. I feel perfectly free in writ- 
ing on the Church because of the au- 
thority of God’s Word. 

The first mention of the Church 
was by Jesus Himself. He is the first 
one to apply the Greek word Ekklesia. 
Of course this word, Ekklesia, has 
been applied to any body of people 
who have been called out for a spe- 
cial work, but Jesus here applies it 
to the Church Himself, the occasion 
being that of His benediction upon 
Peter at Caesarea Philippi. The au- 
thenticity of the utterance has been 
called in question but on grounds that 
have no textual support, and are made 
up of quite arbitrary presumptions as 
to the composition of the first gospel. 
It is true that Jesus had hitherto de- 
scribed the Church He came to found 
as the kingdom of God or kingdom 
of heaven, a designation which had its 
rule in the Old Testament teachings. 
But now when it was clear that He 
was to be rejected by the Jewish peo- 
ple and that His Church must move 
on independent lines, it was natural 
that He should employ a new name 
for this body which He was about to 
create, thus should say to Peter on 
the ground of the apostles’ belief and | 
confession, “Upon this rock I will 
build my church.” The adoption of 
this name did not, however, imply any 
abandonment of the ideas suggested 
by the conception of the kingdom. In 
this very passage the kingdom of 
heaven is employed in a manner which 
does not make the two expressions 
strictly synonymous. Of course they 
are coupled closely together. In 
Christ’s prayer in Luke 11 He plainly 
teaches His disciples to say, “Thy 
kingdom come,” and in many other 
passages in the Bible the thought is 
clearly set forth that Jesus was the 
King and on being rejected by His 
own people the kingdom was _post- 
poned and the Church age began. Of 
course He will bring the kingdom 
back with Him and when He _ has 
reigned a thousand years He will de- 
liver His kingdom up to the Father 
and God’s kingdom will rule over all. 
It is very clear in my mind that Je- 
sus had in mind the future Church 
and in His conviction to Peter He 
makes it clear that it was to be built. 
Every place’in the Bible where the 
Church is mentioned this same Greek 
word is used with the exception of one 
place and that is where it mentions 
the robbers of churches. There a dif- 
ferent Greek word is used, Hiersulos 
(hee-er-0s-00-los), which means “tem- 
ple destroyers.” The scriptural text 
given foundation is the ground work 
or lowest part of the building which 
supports the other parts, as the foun- 
dation of a house, or a castle, of a 
fort, or of a tower. Christ Jesus in 
both the Old and New Testament is 
called a foundation. Isa. 28:16, ‘“Be- 
hold I lay in Zion for a foundation, a 
stone, a tried stone, a precious corner 
stone, a sure foundation.” Christ is 
the foundation on which the Church 
is built; the foundation of the hope, 
comfort and happiness of the people 
of God; the foundation of the cove- 
nant of grace made with the Church, 
and of all the promises contained 
therein. He is a sure foundation. On 
Him His people may rest. He is one 
who will not fail them nor deceive 
them and He is the corner stone, that 
which unites the several parts of the 
building together. He makes Jews and 
Gentiles who were once enemies one 
in His. church. Other. foundations can 
no man lay than that is laid which Is 
Jesus Christ, the foundation of the 
apostles and prophets, that foundation 
by which preaching and doctrine nam- 
ed by Christ when they held forth as 
the only Mediator between God and 
man, the only Savior and the head of 
the Church. (Eph. 2:20.) Foundation 
is likewise taken for the first prin- 
ciples of Christianity taught, prac- 
ticed and believed by the early church 
such as concerning the necessity of re- 
pentance, sanctification thru His 
blood, and the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost with its evidence, the resurrec- 
tion, the judgments, the washing of 
the saints’ feet, and in fact, all that 








the New Testament sets forth is in- 
cluded in the foundation. Paul says, 
“So have I strived to preach the gos- 
pel not where Christ was named lest 
I should build upon another man’s 
foundation.” Paul simply means here 
that he had a desire to get out in new 
fields and introduce to people this 
wonderful doctrine of the Church of 
God. It was just the same doctrine 
that had been preached by those in 
other places, by the apostles. I think 
we should contend for the faith that 
was once delivered to the saints. We 
do not mean to be selfish and narrow 
and discard the good work that others 
may be doing but I think it is our 
happy privilege to teach this great doc- 
trine just like it is given by the Word 
of God. I feel like God will hold those 
responsible who know His Word if 
they fail to stand for the truth just 
like it is in His Word. 

Not long ago a man quoted this pas- 
sage, “I have made myself all things 
to all people that I might gain some.” 
He seemed to think that this gave 
him the right to rather minify some 
of the great blessings mentioned in the 
Bible in order to gain some. I think 
Paul had reference to the custom of 
eating and the general manner of liv- 
ing when he said this thereby going 
unto the Gentiles and accepting their 
hospitality, mixing and mingling with 
them in a social way but I do nor 
believe he failed to preach the doc- 
trine just like it is laid down in the 
Word.

“We do not well: this day is a day 
of good tidings, and we hold - our 
peace.” 2 Kings 7:9. 

I wish I could impress this text up- 
on your hearts in its full significance. 
These words were spoken by the four 
leprous men who sat at the gate of the 
city of Samaria. Benhadad, king of 
Syria, and his host surrounded the 
city and cut off all food supplies. A 
terrible famine was in the land or 
rather in Samaria.

They beseiged the city until an 
ass’ head was sold for fourscore pieces 
of silver. 

On the outside of the city by the 
gate were four lepers.

The Bible doctrine of obedience 
needs special emphasis at the present 
time. 

Personal liberty and independence 
can be easily prevented and render one 
rebellious and selfwilled in the home, 
the church, and the state. Reverence 
for law and authority should be incul- 
cated from infancy. The principles of 
obedience snould be planted in the 
young heart as soon as it can respone 
to any impressions that the habit oF 
obedience may be formed in the earli- 
est dawn of intelligent life. Obedience 
to parents is a natural duty of ehil- 
dren and obedience to God the natural 
duty of all intelligent beings. 

The ultimate foundation of the 
ethics of obedience to God is found in 
the fact of our divine creation. Since 
it is He that hath made us and not 
we ourselves, we owe to Him our very 
existence and our hearty allegiance. 
“In him we live, and move, and have 
our being.” Acts 17:28. Our life in its 
origin and continuance is a gift of in- 
finite wisdom, power, and goodness. It 
is but natural that we should respond 
in loving devotion to Him who giveth 
us all things. Since God is our Crea- 
tor, we are to remember Him in the 
days of our youth, devote to Him the 
strength of maturity, and bring forth 
fruit in old age. When the Creator 
speaks, it behooves the creature to lis- 
ten and obey. 

All the ends of the earth are to obey 
Him who created all things by the 
word of His power and who keeps all 
things in the hollow of His hands, It 
is only thru redemption that man is 
able to properly fear God, and keep 
His commendments. “The spirit. that 
now worketh in the children of dis- 
obedience has held sway in every life.”

divine voice reached his heart. In re 
sponse he said, Lord, what will thou 
have me to do? His spirit of disobed!- 
ence and persecution had been chang- 
ed to the spirit of obedience and edifi- 
cation. Bver afterwards Paul was will- 
ing to heed the voice of God to be an 
obedient servant, apostle, and child. 
The Christian is to work out his salva- 
tion with fear and trembling, for it 1s 
God which worketh in you both to 
will and to do His good pleasure. 
We trust Jesus as Savior and obey 
Him as Lord. We must remember the 
Lordship as well as the Saviorhood of 
Christ. Many wanted Jesus to save 
them from their sins and they have 
their own way, but our wills are ours 
to make them Christ’s. If Jesus saves, 
He has the supreme right to our ser- 
vice, and we obey Him because He sav- 
ed us. Christ is exalted to be a Prince 
and a Savior to grant redemption to 
Israel and remission of sins. The fact

“For by grace 
are ye saved through faith; and that 
not of yourselves: it is the gift of 
God.”

| on the true foundation. 1 Cor. 3:12,13 
The appeal to what is right, eternat-

son why John the Baptist stands so 
high in the Bible records and in the 
estimation of Christians is because he 
was faithful unto death.

(Continued frem sage one) 
taught in the Word of God one of the 
nine gifts was government, act of goyv- 
erning, administration, authority, exe- 
cutive power, self control, relation be- 
tween two orders by which one deter- 
mines the case or mood of apother. 1 
believe that Jesus’ admonition in Matt. 
18:15-17 is sufficient. If our people 
would strictly adhere to this rule it 
would settle all of our conflicts and 
misunderstandings. Yes, it would set- 
tle 100 per cent of them. Then he said 
plainly, If they neglect to hear thee, 
tell it to the church, and if he neglect 
to hear the church, let him be unto 
thee as an heathenman and publican. 
Of course Jesus did not doctrinize the 
Church but this admonition is suffi- 
cient to prove that His church should 
have government. Paul doctrinized the 
church and left it without an excuse. 

TO HIM THAT OVERCOMETH 

I feel that we are in the last days 
and there is a special blessing prom- 
ised to those who overcome. In Paul’s 
letter to the Thessalonians (1 Thess. 
2:14) he says, “For ye, brethren, be- 
came followers of the churches of 
God which in Judea are in Christ Je- 
sus: for ye also have suffered like 
things of your own country men, even 
as they have of the Jews.” Here Paul 
is praising these brethren for becom- 
ing followers of the churches of God, 
and I am sure that all those who find 
Jesus should be in this wonderful fold 
for it is praiseworthy. We find in 
Revelation that Jesus is talking to 
John of giving him a message to the 
s@ven churches. Now these seven 
churches were not all the churches in 
Asia Minor. There were many more 
that are not mentioned in this revela- 
tion to John but he is pointing out 
to him the seven churches, and the 
doctrines taught in these different 
churches represented the different doc- 
trines that would be taught in differ- 
ent church periods. The first one men- 
tioned is Ephesus. The complaint was 
that they had left their first love. 
Ephesus means to let go, to release. 
They had begun to leave off some of 
the great doctrine handed down to 





himself the name of John the Loyal. 
Paul, too, could say with all truth and 
humility, while facing martyrdom, I 
have fought a good fight, I have fin- 
ished my course, I have kept the faith. 

No other allegiance should rival 
that of Christ. We should obey God 
rather than man. Not even members 
of our own family have a right to 
stand between us and God. 

Jesus said, “Follow me,” although the 
Son of man has not where to lay His 
head. The life of the cross is before 
every true believer. He that loveth 
father or mother more than me is not 
worthy of me, and he that taketh nor 
his cross and followeth me is not wor- 
thy of me. Love is the highest motive 
in Christian obedience for God is love. 
Jesus said, If ye love me, keep my 
commandments. Christian obedience 
is therefore rendered from the sense 
of supreme love to God and unselfisn 
love for man. Only those who truly 
love can obey, and if we love we will 
obey. God lays great stress upon per- 
fect obedience. In Gen. 6:22 we read, 
Thus did Noah according to all that 
God commanded him, so did he. 

Abraham likewise became an _ ex- 
ample worthy of universal imitation, 
for by faith, Abraham, when he was 
called to go into a place which he 
should afterward receive for an inheri- 
tance, obeyed. And he went out not 
knowing whither he went. Note the 
ancient promise to Abraham for obe- 
dient faith. “And I will make of thee 
a great nation, and I will bless thee, 
and make thy name great; and thou 
shalt be a blessing. And I will bless 
them that bless thee, and curse him 
that curseth thee: and in thee shall 
all families of the earth be blessed.’ 
Gen. 12:2, 8. 

Blessings always followed the keep- 
ing of the covenant between Israel 
and Jehovah, and punishment, its 
willful violation. The dark days were 
the results of disobedience. The bright 
ones came as a reward for walking in 
the right ways, in walking in the ways 
of the Lord, and hearkening unto the 
voice of His words. Not only in this 
life, but in death obedience has its re- 
wards. “Mark the perfect man, and 
behold the upright: for the end of that 
man is peace.” Psa. 37:37. 

The supremacy of obedience is 
shown in the works of Samuel when 
he rebuked Saul for his sinful rash- 
ness. “Hath the Lord as great delight 
in burnt offerings and sacrifices, as 
in obeying the voice of the Lord? Be 
hold, to obey is better than sacrifice, 
and to hearken than the fat of rams.” 
1 Sam. 15:22. 

There are rare blessings that come 
from heaven when we delight to do 
God’s will and walk daily in His 
paths. It is important to have the ap- 
proval of conscience, but it is more im- 
portant to have conscience that God 
will approve. No man can be obedient 
to God whatever his conscience may 
dictate unless he is guided by the 
Word of God. A good test of the gen- 
uineness of one’s profession is his at- 
titude toward God’s requirements. 
‘“Whatsoever he saith unto you, do it.” 
If a great thing, do it; if a smal? 
thing, do it. The obedient life brings 
no regrets, but many joys and in the 
judgment we shall hear the wonderful 
words, Well done, good and faithful 
servant. Thou hast been faithful over 
a few things, I will make thee ruler 
over many things, enter thou into the 
joys of thy Lord. 
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them; and they were admonished to re- 
pent. Paul makes this plain in his let- 
ter to this church. He said, “I know 
this, that after my departure shal: 
grievous wolvés enter in among you 
not sparing the flock. Also of your 
own selves shall men arise, speaking 
perverse things, to draw away dis- 
ciples after them.” Acts 20:29-30. Prob- 
ably Paul’s wolves were the order of 
priestly assumption that began to mag- 
nify their office and put in clergymen, 
bishops and archbishops and cause 
men to put their trust in men. The 
promise to the church in this period 
was, “To him that overcometh I will 
give to eat of the tree of life which 
is in the midst of the paradise or 
God.” 

The next period is Smyrna, Smyrna 
means bitterness, myrrh, an ointment 
associated with death. They were nor 
to fear the things they should be call- 
ed on to suffer. After they returned 
to the true doctrines of the Bible they 
were persecuted. The admonition 
given is, “Be thou faithful unto deatn 
and I will give thee a crown of life. 
He that overcometh shall not be hurt 
of the second death.” Their greatest 
persecution was martyrdom. 

The next is Pergamos, the church of 
imperial government. False and per- 
nicious doctrines crept into the church. 
Pergamos means marriage. They haa 
eommitted spiritual fornication. The 
church entered into a union with the 
state thereby losing its power. The 
promise to this period was, “To him 
that overcometh will I give to eat of 
the hidden manna and will give him 
a white stone and in the stone a new 
name written which no man knowetn 
save he that receiveth it.” Their strug- 


igle was professing to be Christians 


and standing for the doctrine of the 
Church of God. 

The next is Thyatira, This is a per- 
iod of martyrdom. The suffering con- 
tinued. They had a struggle to keep 
the works and to do those things that 
God’s Word taught them. “He that 
overcometh and keepeth my works un- 
to the end, him will I give power over 
the nations.” The blessing promised 
here clearly denotes the struggle. They 
permitted that woman Jezebel to teach 
and seduce the prophets of God. This 
woman evidently was one who claimea 
the power as a prophetess but/she was 
false. Oh, we see so many things to- 
day that make our hearts ache and 
the people seem to be blind to the 
Word of God. 

The next is Sardis, the period of 
reformation. He said, “Remember 
therefore from whence thou art fallen. 
Thou hast a few names in Sardis 
which have not defiled their gar- 
ments.” They were struggling for the 
truth. The promise is, “He that over- 
cometh the same shall be clothed in 
white garments and I will not blot out 
his name out of the book of life bur 
I will confess his name before my Fa- 
ther and before his angels.” The bless- 
ing denotes a struggle which they had 
to stand for the doctrine of the real 
Church of God. 

The next is Philadelphia, the period 
in which I am sure we are living, the 
open door period, the period of broth- 
erly love, and oh so much depends on 
God’s people at this time. He says, 
“Thou hast a little strength and hast 
kept my word and hast not denied 
my name.” And in the 10th verse he 
says, “I also will keep thee from the 
hour of temptation which will come 
upon all the earth to try them that 
dwell upon the earth.” This is a clear 
promise to this period, that we will be 
raptured and miss the great tribula- 
tion. The marginal reading is tribula- 
tion and I am sure that is correct. Of 
course we are having temptations and 
will be tempted until the rapture and 
I am sure this has reference to the 
seven years of tribulations. The prom- 
ise is, “To him that overcometh I will 
make a pillar in the temple of my God 
and he shall go no more out and I will 
write upon him the name of my God 
and the name of the city of my God.” 
The promise here clearly sets forth 
that the people in this period will 
have a struggle and will have many 
opposers but the thing they are to 
stand for is the house of God and the 
promise is He will make them a pil- 
lar in the temple of his God. Oh, I 
want to remain true. It is not my pur- 
pose to denounce or ignore God’s work 
in the hearts of men in other move 
ments but I verily believe there wil! 
be a special blessing to those who 
stand for the doctrine of the Chureh 
of God and that this promise is to 
those who will stand firm for the 
Church that is built on the foundation 
of the apostles and prophets. Rev. 
21:7, “He that overcometh shall in- 
herit all things; and I will be his God, 
and he shall be my son.” While there 
will be many blessings of reward, in 
every church period the overcomers 
as you see from the scripture have a 
special blessing pronounced upon 
them. In the end we will inherit al! 
things and oh what a glorious time it 
will be for those who are faithful.

Rather than enjoy the pleas- 
ures of sin for a season, Moses chose 
to suffer affliction with the people of 
God, “Esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the treas- 
ures in Egypt: for he had respect un- 
to the recompence of the reward.” Heb. 
11:25, 26. 

Did not Christ sacrifice everything 
for you? The pleasures of heaven first, 
He was made lower than the angels, 
came down into a wicked world of sin, 
bore the brunt of scoffing and ridicule 
when with the snap of a finger He 
could have been the idol of the crowd, 
then He sacrificed His life’s blood for 
you in order that you might be re- 
deemed. He has done His part. He 
made the sacrifice. Are you willing 
to put a few puny, temporal objects on 
the altar and give your life to Jesus?

He came 
to bind up the broken-hearted, to pro- 
claim liberty to the captives, and the 
opening of the prison to them that are 
bound. 

The zeal that Christ had to carry 
this message was so great that He de- 
termined it should go regardless of the 
opposition that might arise. He haa 
many difficult problems to confront 
Him in His efforts. He came unto His 
own and His own received Him not, 
He had no place to lay His head, He 
was opposed by the would-be religious 
leaders, judged as an offender of the 
law, forsaken by many of His friends 
and at last betrayed by one of His 
own company. But in spite of all this 
He triumphed over all of His foes and 
established His cause. 

He climbed Judea’s rugged hills, 
walked the shores of Galilee and the 
streets of the cities, preaching the Gos- 
pel to the poor, healing the sick, cast- 
ing out devils, opening the eyes of the 
blind, unstopping the deaf ears, mak- 
ing the lame to walk, healing the brok- 


en-hearted and setting the captives 
free. O what a wonderful messager 
Thank the Lord, it has the same power 
today. His last great commission was 
“go into all the world and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” 

Shall we, The Great Church of God, 
sit idly by while multiplied thousands 
across the waters are dying in sin, ig- 
norance and heathenism, not knowing 
anything about this wonderful Christ 
and His message? There are many in 
our home land that have never heard 
the full plan of salvation. Oh that God 
would stir us in regards to the mis- 
sion work as we have never been stir- 
red before! 


It seems that I can hear the words 
of Jesus echoing over the nineteen cen- 
turies, saying to us (the eleventh hour 
laborers), “Why stand ye here idle all 
the day?” Can we hear the voice of 
about twenty-ffve thousand Church of 
God members who are possessed with 
the Spirit of Christ, respond and say 
that we will rise to the rescue with 
our mission quota and make this the 
best year in the history of the Church 
for the mission work? Come on minis- 
ters and laity, we are workers together 
with God. Do doubt we are living in 
the last days, let us play our part of 
the program. If we don’t, God will let 
some one else take our place. Let us 
work while it is day for the night 
cometh when no man can work.—E.
